President Has Set Sensa- 
tional Record During Em- 


ergency Last 2 Months

WASHINGTON— On May 


4 President Roosevelt com- 
pleted the first two months of 
his administration. 


His program rapidly has 


taken shape during that time, 
and a complete overhauling 
of the economic and social life 
of the country has been start- 
ed. 


A survey of the first two months 


shows numerous definite accomplish- 
ments, with a start toward inflation 
and farm relief, bringing an upturn 
in prices and an apparent improve- 
ment in business. 


New money has been provided and 


banks put under control, beer legal- 
ized and 
repeal submitted to the 


states, the operating budget balanced, 
and an international program begun. 


Other measures of far-reaching im- 


portance soon will be effective. 


The president has moved with al- 


most bewildering speed attempting to 
revive business and industry, get 15,- 
000,000 idle back to work, and raise 
farm prices. He has tackled the de- 
pression from every angle, with the 
support of a willing Congress and 
an enthusiastic public hungry for ac_ 
tion. 


It is predicted his entire program 


will have the approval of Congress be- 
fore midsummer. No president in his- 
tory has been given such a broad die- 
dictatorial and descretionary powers 
in matters basically affecting the life 
of every person. 


Here, in brief, are the president's 


accomplishments and his program: 


Inflation. 


Inflation legislation empowers but 


does not direct the president to re- 
duce the gold content of the dollar 
up to half, and to authorize the free 
coinage of silver and fix its ratio to 
Cold. 


It authorizes agreement with the 


Federal Reserve banks for purchase of 
$3,000,000,000 
of 
federal 
securities 


against which currency may be is- 
sued, and if necessary the issuance of 
?3,000,000,000 in treasury notes, back- 
ed by a 4 per cent annual redemption 
fund. 


Also $200,000,000 in silver could be 


accepted in payment of war debts, to 
serve as a basis for more currency.

to Bring Up Prices to 


1926-1929 Level 


WASHINGTON — Presi- 


dent Roosevelt purposes .to 
cheapen the dollar through a 
controlled inflation of the cur- 
rency in order to restore the 
^re-depression 'level of com- 
modity prices 
and • enable 


debtors to pay their debts in 
dollars of pre-depression val- 
ue. 


Tho president proclaimed this pol- 


icy to the country to the world Sun- 
day night in a radio broadcast in 
which he presented his objectives as 
the raising of prices 'and a planned 
economy for agriculture, industry and 
transportation to be carried1 out in 
partnership with the government. By 
such planned economy he proposes to 
eradicate cut throat competition and 
starvation wages and prevent such 
over-production as helped 
to bring 


about the present depression. 


The 3,000-word. speech upon which 


he and his advisers had worked all 
day, Mr. Roosevelt read before micro- 
phones set up in his study while in 
a soundprjff glass booth movie com- 
eras ground out film for the talkies 
that will record the incident. The ad- 
dress was broadcast not only to the 
entire United States but to Europe and 
South America. 


The stock market which sagged Sat- 


urday on rumors that thp president 
would repudiate inflation was expect- 
ed to bound upward Monday 
along 


with the commodity markets in con- 
sequence of Mr. 
Roosevelt's pro- 


nouncement that there is to be infla- 
tion—but not too much. 


Paragraph Tells Story 


The news of the president's definite 


intentions with respect to inflation for 
which the whole world has been wait- 
ing with great suspense was tucked 
into a single paragraph along toward 
the end of the speech. 


"The administration," said Mr. 


Roosevelt, "has the definite ob- 
jective of raising commodity prices 
to such aq extent that those who 
have borrowed money will, on the 
average,' be able to repay that 
money in the same kind of dollar 
which they borrowed. We do not 
seek to let them get such a cheap 
dollar that they will be able to 
pay back a great (leal less than 
they borrowed. In other words, 
vvv seek.

ed to through the purchase of gov. 
ernment securities by the Federal Re- 
serve banks. The volume of such se- 
curities will be provided by the is- 
suance by the Treasury of two or 
three billion dollars worth of bonds to 
finance the huge public works con- 
struction program now being maturec 
by the administration. 


If such credit inflation fails to do 


the business, the president will in- 
voke the alternative power of issuing 
greenbacks in sufficient 
volume to 


produce the desired inflation of the 


urrency. 
Another alternative pro- 


ided by the inflation bill is reduction 
f the gold content of the dollar not 
more than 50 per cent but the presi- 


ent is known to regard this as a de- 
ice that probably would not be re.

In only one other part of his speech 


did the president mention Inflation 
and that was in connection with the 
suspension of gold payments, the em- 
jargo on the export of gold and the 
nullification of the gold clause in gov- 
ernment and private obligations.

The volume of such se- 
curities will be provided by the is- 
suance by the Treasury of two or 
three billion dollars worth of bonds to 
finance the huge public works con- 
struction program now being maturec 
by the administration. 


If such credit inflation fails to do 


the business, the president will in- 
voke the alternative power of issuing 
greenbacks in sufficient

and got up apparently exhausted, fin- 
ished the fight and left the ring. 


He collapsed while walking to his 


dressing room and shortly afterward 
was taken to Charity hospital where 
X-rays were taken and medical efforts 
were made to determine his condition. 


Dr. Willis EJlender, senior surgeon 


at Charity hospital, announced later 
that Holland was suffering from cere- 
bral hemorrhage and that he had only 
"one 
chance but of 10 to live." He

tion in rates charged Ihe public. 


The decision was handed down ii 


Ihe case of the Los Angeles Gas & 
Electric Co. which sought to setasid 
as confication of its property a 9 pe 
cent flat gas rate reduction orderec 
by the California railroad commission 
wrich has jurisdiction 
over 
utility 


rates. 


The case was in line with the earlie 


decision of the court, which in th 
time of high prices, held that the cur 
rent replacement cost of utility prop 
erty must be considered in sstimalin 
Ihe "fair value" for rale making pur 
poses of utility property. 


Same Rule Holds Today 


The court Monday in substance hel 


that this applied equally to presen 
day conditions when the nation un 
mistakably was headed loward lower 
price levels. 


The majority opinion was read by 


Chief Justice Charles- Evans Hughes 
who wrote 'the earlipr decision. Jus- 
tice Butler based his dissent, con- 
curred in by Justice George Suther- 
land, on the procedure followed in the 
case. 


If taken advantage of by pubh'c 


utility commissioners everywhere, it 
was pointed out by observers, the 
court's, decision leaves the way open 
for a general revaluation of utility 
properties.
